1. Claims 2-7, 9-14, 16-23 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: Prior art of 
reference fails to teach distributing images to successive partitions by matching each partition weight 
factor to one image weight factor dependent on a predetermined functional relationship. Le Beux et al 
(6,253,220) teaches scaling images to a certain size. However, Le Beux et al does not disclose this 
dependent on a predetermined functional relationship. Seaman et al (6,620,206) also teaches arranging 
images but it does it based on size.
